ASIDE 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me 
by  Executive  Order  9280.  dated  Decem- 
ber 5.  1942.  and  to  assure  an  adequate 
supply  and  pfEcient  distribution  of  de- 
hydrated vegetables  to  meet  war  and  es- 
sential civilian  needs.  It  is  hereby  or- 
dered. As  follows: 

§  1406.1  Dehydrated  vegetables — (a) 
Definitions.  When  used  in  the  order, 
unless  otherwise  distinctly  expressed  or 
manifestly  incompatible  with  the  intent 
thereof : 

(1)  The  term  "dehydrated  vegetables" 
means  Irish  potatoes,  sweet  potatoes, 
cabbage,  carrots,  beets,  onions,  and  ruta- 
bagas (and  such  other  vegetables  as  the 
Director  may  from  time  to  time  desig- 
nate) that  have  been  dried  by  artificially 
produced  heat  undei  controlled  condi- 
tions of  humidity,  temperature,  and  air 
flow  or  that  have  been  dried  under  re- 
duced pressure  ("vacuum")  where  the 
factors  of  humidity  and  air  flow  are  not 
controlled. 

(2)  The  term  "processor  '  means  any 
person  engaged  in  the  business  of  de- 
hydrating vegetables. 

(3)  The  term  "government  agency"  or 
"government  agencies"  means  and  in- 
cludes the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps, 
Coast  Guard,  War  Shipping  Administra- 
tion, United  States  Maritime  Commis- 
sion, or  any  agency  of  the  United  States 
purchasing  supplies  for  the  foregoing, 
for  the  American  National  Red  Cross,  or 
any  other  agency  specified  by  the  Direc- 
tor, or  for  delivery  to  or  for  the  account 
of  the  government  of  any  country  pur- 
suant to  the  Act  of  March  11,  1941,  en- 
titled "An  Act  to  Promote  the  Defense 
of  the  United  States"  (Lend-Lease  Act). 

(4)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  any 
employee  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  designated  by  such 
Director. 

(5)  The  term  "person"  means  any  in- 
dividual, partnership,  corporation,  as- 
sociation, or  other  business  entity. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  processors.  (1) 
Without  regard  to  existing  contracts, 
every  processor  shall  set  aside  for  the 
requirements  of  government  agencies  100 


percent  of  the  dehydrated  vegetables 
produced  by  him  and  all  stocks  of  dehy- 
drated vegetables  in  his  possession  or  un- 
der his  control.  All  such  dehydrated 
vegetables  so  set  aside  shall,  unless  and 
until  released,  be  held  for  sale  and  de- 
livery only  to  government  agencies. 
Quantities  of  dehydrated  vegetables  set 
aside  may  be  released  at  any  time  by 
notice  to  that  effect  from  the  Director. 

(2)  Without  regard  to  existing  con- 
tracts, every  processor  shall  process, 
pack,  label,  and  case  dehydrated  vegeta- 
bles produced  by  him  according  to  such 
directions  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
issued  by  the  Director. 

(3)  The  restrictions  of  paragraphs 
(b)  (1)  and  (b)  (2)  hereof  shall  not  apply 
to  contracts  now  existing  or  hereafter 
made  between  processors  and  govern- 
ment agencies.  In  the  event  of  any  con- 
flict between  the  specifications  of  a  con- 
tract entered  into  between  a  processor 
and  a  government  agency  and  directions 
issUed  under  paragraph  (b)(2)  hereof, 
the  contract  specifications  shall  prevail 
for  the  quantities  of  dehydrated  vegeta- 
bles specified  in  the  contract. 

(c)  Records  and  revorts.  Every  per- 
son subject  to  this  order  shall  maintain 
such  records  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for 
such  other  periods  of  time  as  the  Director 
may  designate),  and  shall  execute  and 
file  such  reports  upon  such  forms  and 
submit  such  information  as  the  Director 
may  from  time  to  time  reauest  or  direct, 
and  within  such  times  as  he  may  pre- 
scribe, subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget,  pursuant  to  the 
Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942. 

(d)  Audits  and  inspections.  Every 
person  subject  to  this  order  shall,  upon 
request,  permit  insDections  by  the  Direc- 
tor, at  all  reasonable  times,  of  his  stock 
of  dehydrated  vegetables  and  premises 
used  in  his  business,  and  all  of  his  books, 
records,  and  accounts  shall,  upon  re- 
ouest,  be  submitted  to  audit  and  inspec- 
tion by  the  Director. 

(e)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  upon  him  may  petition 
*n  writing  (in  triplicate)  for  relief  to  the 
Director,  setting  forth  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  nature  of  relief  sought.  The 
Director  may  thereupon  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate  and  such  action 
shall  be  final.

or  who  by  any  act  or  omission  falsifies

States  may  be  prohibited  from  receiving

S  1406  2  Records  required  of  proces- 
sors of  dehydrated  vegetables,  (a)  Proc- 
essors of  dehydrated  vegetables  shall 
keep  ard  preserve,  for  not  less  than  two 
years,  accurate  records  sufficient  to  show 
their  inventory  of  all  dehydrated  vege- 
tables by  commodities  and  styles  (for 
example,  shredded,  sliced,  diced)  on 
hand  on  the  effective  date  hereof;  simi- 
lar inventories  of  all  dehydrated  vege- 
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tables  on  hand  at  the  close  of  each  cal- 
endar month:  production  of  dehydrated 
vegetables  by  commodities  and  styles 
during  each  calendar  month:  and  ship- 
ments and  sales  of  dehydrated  vege- 
tables by  commodities,  quantities,  and

Press  Release — Immediate: 
Saturday,  March  20,  1943. 

With  dehydrated  foods  becoming  in- 
creasingly important  in  the  diet  of  front- 
line fighting  forces,  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture Wickard  today  ordered  that  the 
entire  production  of  seven  major  dehy- 
drated vegetables  be  reserved  to  meet 
war  .needs. 

Under  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  30 
effective  March  21,  all  stocks  and  future 
production  of  dehydrated  Irish  potatoes, 
sweet  potatoes,  cabbage,  carrots,  beets, 
onions,  and  rutabagas  are  reserved,  and 
others  may  be  added  later.  Dehydrated 
soups  are  not  reserved  under  the  order. 

While  military  needs  will  have  priority 
on  the  supplies  of  these  seven  dehydrated 
products,  the  order  provides  for  the  re- 
lease of  such  quantities  as  may  be  found 
necessary  for  civilian  consumers. 

Civilian  consumers  are  affected  only 
indirectly  by  the  order,  and  not  to  a  sig- 
nificant extent.  Production  of  dehy- 
drated vegetables  has  been  increased  spe- 
cifically to  meet  war  needs,  and  most  of 
the  supply  has  gone  for  this  purpose. 


Some  of  the  production,  however,  has 
been  used  by  commercial  food  manufac- 
turer, hotels,  restaurants,  airlines,  and 
similar  concerns,  and  it  is  this  portion 
that  is  being  turned  into  war  channels. 

Dehydrated  vegetables  not  only  pro- 
vide substantial  savings  in  shipping 
space — enabling  one  ship  to  do  the  work 
of  5  or  more — but  they  also  are  relatively 
non-perishable  and  are  well  suited  for 
military  use.  About  8  pounds  of  dehy- 
drated Irish  potatoes,  for  example,  is  the 
equivalent  of  a  bushel  of  raw  potatoes 
weighing  60  pounds;  a  pound  of  dehy- 
drated cabbage  is  the  equivalent  of  20 
pounds  of  the  fresh  product,  and  other 
vegetables  are  similarly  reduced  when 
processed. 

The  conservation  order  provides  that 
processors  of  these  seven  dehydrated 
vegetables  must  set  aside  all  of  their 
stocks  and  future  production  for  pur- 
chase by  the  Food  Distribution  Admin- 
istration or  by  the  Army,  the  two  pro- 
curement agencies  which  will  purchase 
these  vegetables  for  Gcvernment  ac- 
count. 


The  order  provides  that  the  Director 
of  Food  Distribution,  who  will  adminis- 
ter it,  may  issue  directions  and  specifi- 
cations on  the  processing,  packaging,  la- 
beling, and  casing  of  these  products.  In 
the  event  that  specifications  are  issued 
which  conflict  with  the  terms  of  existing 
contracts  between  processors  and  Gov- 
ernment agencies,  the  contract  specifica- 
tions will  apply  for  the  quantity  involved. 

The  first  supplemental  order,  Director 
Food  Distribution  Order  30.1,  also  was 
issued  today,  specifying  the  type  of  rec- 
ords that  must  be  kept  by  processors  of 
these  seven  dehydrated  vegetables. 

Processors  supplying  manufacturers  of 
dehydrated  soup  who  have  Government 
contracts  may  apply  for  release  to  fulfill 
such  obligations. 

Largely  through  a  Government-spon- 
sored expansion  program  to  meet  war 
needs,  dehydrated  vegetable  production 
has  increased  from  about  15  million 
pounds  annually  in  1941  to  an  expected 
70  or  75  million  pounds  this  year.  A  pro- 
duction of  about  300  million  pounds  is 
needed  for  war  requirements  next  year.

Pood  Distribution  Order  No.  30  (8  F.R. 
3385),  §  1406.1,  issued  under  authority 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on 
March  19,  1943,  is  amended  by  deleting 
the  provisions  of  §  1406.1  thereof  and  in- 
serting, in  lieu  thereof,  the  following: 

§  1406.1  Dehydrated  vegetables — (a) 
Definitions.  When  used  in  the  order, 
unless  otherwise  distinctly  expressed  or 
manifestly  incompatible  with  the  intent 
thereof : 

(1)  The  term  "dehydrated  vegetables" 
means  Irish  potatoes,  sweetpotatoes, 
cabbage,  carrots,  beets,  onions,  and 
rutabagas  (and  such  other  vegetables  as 
the  Director  may  from  time  to  time  des- 
ignate) that  have  been  dried  by  arti- 
ficially produced  heat  under  controlled 
conditions  of  humidity,  temperature, 
and  air  flow  or  that  have  been  dried 
under  reduced  pressure  ("vacuum") 
where  the  factors  of  humidity  and  air 
flow  are  not  controlled. 

(2)  The  term  "processor"  means  any 
person  who  (i)  produces  dehydrated 
vegetables  for  sale  as  such,  or  (ii)  pro- 
duces dehydrated  vegetables  for  sale  as 
a  part  of  any  food  product. 

(3)  The  term  "government  agency" 
or  "government  agencies"  means  (i)  the 
Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast 
Guard  of  the  United  States  (post  ex- 
changes, service  men's  clubs,  ship  serv- 
ice stores,  sales  commissaries,  and  sim- 
ilar organizations  shall  not  be  deemed 
part  of  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps, 
or  Coast  Guard  of  the  United  States), 
including  any  person  who  is  feeding, 
pursuant  to  a  written  contract  with  an 
agency  of  the  United  States,  personnel 
of  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or 
Coast  Guard  of  the  United  States,  fed 
under  the  command  of  a  commissioned  , 
or  non-commissioned  officer  or  other  au- 
thorized representative  of  the  said  Army, 
Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard,  and 
who  is  specifically  authorized  by  the  said 
Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast 
Guard  to  purchase  dehydrated  vege- 
tables, set  aside  by  this  order,  to  the 
extent  necessary  to  feed  such  personnel 
of  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or 
Coast  Guard;  (ii)  the  Pood  Distribution 
Administration  (including  but  not  re- 


stricted to  the  Federal  Surplus  Com- 
modities Corporation) ;  (iii)  the  War 
Shipping  Administration;  (iv)  the  Vet- 
erans' Administration;  and  (v)  any  other 
instrumentality  or  agency  designated  by 
the  War  Food  Administrator. 

(4)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration,  or  any  employee  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
designated  by  such  Director. 

(5)  The  term  "person"  means  any  in- 
dividual, partnership,  corporation,  asso- 
ciation, or  other  business  entity. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  processors.  With- 
out regard  to  existing  contracts,  every 
processor  shall  set  aside  for  sale  and  de- 
livery to  government  agencies  (i)  100 
percent  of  all  dehydrated  vegetables 
owned,  controlled,  or  in  his  possession  on 
the  effective  date  hereof ;  (ii)  100  percent 
of  all  dehydrated  Irish  potatoes,  cab- 
bage, beets,  onions,  and  rutabagas 
processed  subsequent  to  the  effective 
date  hereof;  and  (iii)  no  percent  of  all 
dehydrated  carrots  and  sweetpotatoes 
processed  subsequent  to  the  effective 
date  hereof.  The  Director  shall  have  the 
right  to  change  the  above  percentages  at 
any  time,  and  to  fix  percentages  and 
change  them  from  time  to  time  on  such 
other  dehydrated  vegetables  as  he  may 
designate,  pursuant  to  the  authority  con- 
tained in  paragraph  (a)  (1).  All  dehy- 
drated vegetables  produced  on  or  sub- 
sequent to  the  effective  date  hereof 
which  are  to  be  set  aside  for  sale  and  de- 
livery to  government  agencies  shall, 
when  the  Director  so  determines,  be 
processed,  packaged,  labeled,  and  cased 
in  accordance  with  such  directions  as  he 
may  issue.  Quantities  of  dehydrated 
vegetables  set  aside  may  be  released  at 
any  time  by  notice  to  that  effect  from 
the  Director. 

(c)  Exceptions.  (1)  The  restrictions 
of  paragraph  (b>  hereof  shall  not  apply 
to  contracts  now  existing  or  hereafter 
made  between  processors  and  govern- 
ment agencies.  In  the  event  of  any  con- 
flict between  the  specifications  of  a  con- 
tract entered  into  between  a  processor 
and  a  government  agency  and  directions 
issued  under  paragraph  (b>  hereof,  the 
contract  specifications  shall  prevail  for 
the  quantities  of  dehydrated  vegetables 
specified  in  the  contract. 

(2)  The  restrictions  of  paragraph  (b> 
hereof  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale  or  de- 
livery of  dehydrated  vegetables  to  any 
person  who  supplies  oceangoing  vessels 
or  to  such  oceangoing  vessels  direct: 


Provided,  That  processors  (i)  obtain 
from  such  purchasers  an  authorization 
to  release  signed  by  the  Director  for  the 
quantity  to  be  released,  endorse  such  au- 
thorization, and  forward  it  to  the  Di- 
rector; and  (ii)  secure  from  such  pur- 
chasers receipts  showing  that  delivery 
has  been  made  to  oceangoing  vessels  for 
the  entire  quantity  so  released  and  de- 
liver them  to  the  Director. 

(3)  The  restrictions  of  paragraph  (b) 
hereof  shall  not  apply  to  those  quantities 
of  dehydrated  vegetables  which  prop- 
erly fall  within  the  two  following  cate- 
gories: (i)  Sample  lots,  if  the  processor 
secures  a  receipt  for  each  such  lot  and 
immediately  forwards  each  such  receipt 
to  the  Director,  distributed  in  quantities 
not  to  exceed  25  pounds  of  any  dehy- 
drated vegetable  to  any  one  user,  over  a 
three-month  period,  for  research  or  ex- 
perimental purposes;  and  (ii)  Quantities 
of  dehydrated  vegetables  needed  as  es- 
sential ingredients  by  manufacturers  of 
dehydrated  soups  under  contracts  that 
may  hereafter  be  made  with  a  govern- 
ment agency:  Provided,  That  processors 
first  receive  a  certificate  duly  executed 
on  Form  FDO  30-3  by  the  purchasing 
officer  of  the  contracting  government 
agency  specifying  the  total  quantity  of 
the  restricted  dehydrated  vegetable 
needed  by  the  manufacturer  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  contract  and  that  the 
processor  immediately  endorse  and  de- 
liver said  certificate  to  the  Director. 

(4)  The  Director  may  allot  quotas  and 
issue  certificates  of  quotas,  for  the  year 
beginning  July  1,  1943,  and  ending  June 
30,  1944,  to  industrial  or  commercial 
users  of  dehydrated  vegetables,  and  proc- 
essors may,  on  or  subsequent  to  July  1, 
1943,  sell  and  deliver  to  each  such  user 
a  part  or  the  whole  of  the  quota  of  dehy- 
drated vegetables  allotted  to  said  user: 
Provided,  That  processors  (i)  obtain  from 
each  such  user  purchasing  dehydrated 
vegetables  the  certificate  of  quota  issued 
by  the  Director,  and  (ii)  immediately 
endorse  each  such  certificate  and  deliver 
it  to  the  Director. 

(5)  All  quantities  of  dehydrated  vege- 
tables' released  by  processors  under  the 
authority  contained  in  paragraphs  (c> 
(2),  (c)  (3),  and  (c)  (4)  above,  shall  be 
reported  in  detail  to  the  Director  at  the 
end  of  each  calendar  month  on  Form 
FDO  30-1  and  such  supplements  thereto 
as  the  Director  may  prescribe. 

(d)  Records  and  reports.  The  Direc- 
tor shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such  infor- 
mation from,  and  require  such  reports 
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and  the  keeping  of  such  records  by,  any 
person,  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropri- 
ate, in  his  discretion,  to  the  enforcement 
or  administration  of  the  provisions  of 
this  order.  The  reporting  requirements 
of  this  order  have  been  approved  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget  in  accordance  with 
the  Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942.  Sub- 
sequent specific  record-keeping  or  re- 
porting requirements  by  the  Director  will 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget  pursuant  to  the  Federal 
Reports  Act  of  1942. 

(e)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  rec- 
ords, and  other  writings,  premises  or 
stocks  of  dehydrated  vegetables  of  any 
person,  and  to  make  such  investigations, 
as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate,  in 
his  discretion,  to  the  enforcement  or  ad- 
ministration of  the  provisions  of  this 
order. 

(f)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  apply  in 
writing  for  relief  to  the  Director,  setting 
forth  in  such  petition  all  pertinent  facts 


and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Director  may  thereupon  take  such  action 
as  .he  deems  appropriate,  which  action 
shall  be  final. 

(g)  Territorial  scope.  This  order  ap- 
plies to  all  processors  in  the  United 
States,  its  territories  and  possessions, 
and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

(h)  Violations.  The  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator may,  by  suspension  order, 
prohibit  any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  de- 
hydrated vegetables,  or  any  other  ma- 
terial subject  to  priority  or  allocation 
control  by  the  War  Food  Administrator 
and  may  recommend  that  any  such 
person  be  prohibited  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  ma- 
terials subject  to  the  priority  or  alloca- 
tion control  of  other  government  agen- 
cies. In  addition,  any  person  who 
wilfully  violates  any  provision  of  this 
order  is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  may  be 
prosecuted  under  any  and  all  applicable 
laws.  Further,  civil  action  may  be  in- 
stituted to  enforce  any  liability  or  duty 
created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  violation  of, 
any  provision  of  this  order. 


(i)  Communication.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all 
communications  concerning  this  order 
shall,  unless  instructions  to  the  contrary 
are  issued  by  the  War  Food  Admin- 
istrator, be  addressed  to  the  Director  of 
Food  Distribution,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C, 
Ref.  FD-30. 

(j>  Previous  requirements  continued 
in  effect.  With  respect  to  violations  of 
said  Food  Distribution  Order  ±*o.  30, 
rights  accrued,  or  liabilities  incurred 
prior  to  the  effective  time  of  this  amend- 
ment, said  Food  Distribution  Order  No. 
30  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  full  force 
and  effect  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining 
any  proper  suit,  action,  or  other  pro- 
ceeding with  respect  to  any  such  viola- 
tion, right  or  liability. 

(k)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  EWT, 
June  1.

The  WFA  today  removed  sweet  pota- 
toes and  carrots  from  the  list  of  dehy- 
drated vegetables  reserved  for  war  needs 
because  prospective  supplies  appear  suf- 
ficient to  meet  all  requirements. 

Dehydrated  Irish  potatoes,  beets,  cab- 
bage, onions  and  rutabagas  remain  on 
the  reserved  list  and  processors  are  re- 
quired under  Food  Distribution  Order 
No.  30  to  set  aside  their  production  of 
these  five  products  for  military,  Lend- 
Lease  and  essential  civilian  needs. 


Though  future  production  of  sweet 
potatoes  and  carrots  will  not  be  reserved, 
processors  are  required  to  continue  hold- 
ing the  stocks  on  hand  on  June  1  for  de- 
livery to  the  Government  or  alternative 
disposition  by  the  Director  of  Food  Dis- 
tribution. Reporting  requirements  of 
the  order  remain  unchanged  for  all  seven 
vegetables. 

Other  changes  were  made  in  the  res- 
ervation order  (FDO.  30)  by  the  same 
amendment. 

Processors  may  sell  the  5  reserved 
products,  directly  or  through  suppliers.

All  Government  purchases  of  five  "set- 
aside"  dehydrated  vegetables  will  be 
made  through  the  U.  S.  Army  Quarter- 
master Corps  or  the  Food  Distribution 
Administration  after  October  2,  the  War 
Food  Administration  said  today. 


The  action  was  taken  in  an  amend- 
ment to  Food  Distribution  Order  30. 
The  order  requires  that  the  entire  pro- 
duction of  dehydrated  Irish  potatoes, 
cabbage,  beets,  onions  and  rutabagas  be 
set  aside  for  Government  use. 

Although  the  new  regulations  do  not 
materially  alter  the  procedure  now  being 
followed  by  the  Government  in  purchas- 


ing dehydrated  vegetables,  they  were 
placed  in  effect  to  clarify  the  status  of 
the  purchasing  agencies,  the  WFA  said. 

Under  today's  amendment,  each  Gov- 
ernmental agency  entitled  to  a  quota  of 
dehydrated  vegetables  will  continue  to 
receive  its  allocated  share  through  pur- 
chases made  for  them  by  the  Quarter- 
master Corps  and  the  FDA.

hand  on  March  21,,  1943;  (2)  an  inven- 
tory of  each  dehydrated  vegetable,  by 
styles,  as  aforesaid,  which  the  respec- 
tive processor  has  on  hand  at  the  close 
of  each  calendar  month;  (3)  the  quan- 
tity of  each  dehydrated  vegetable,  by 
styles,  as  aforesaid,  produced  during 
each  calendar  month  by  the  respective 
processor;  (4)  the  shipments  to  govern- 
mental agencies,  enumerated  in  §  1406.1 
(a)  (3)  of  FDO  30,  of  each  dehydrated 
vegetable,  by  quantities  and  styles,  as 
aforesaid,  during  each  calendar  month; 
and  (5)  the  shipments  and  sales  (in- 
cluding the  name  and  address  of  each 
consignee  and  each  purchaser)  of  all  de- 
hydrated beets,  dehydrated  cabbage, 
dehydrated  onions,  and  dehydrated  ruta- 
bagas, by  quantities  and  styles,  as  afore- 
said, during  each  calendar  month.

Summary  to  FDO  30.1  Amendment  1. 

Continuance  of  monthly  reports  by 
processors  of  dehydrated  vegetables  is 
required  in  an  amendment  to  Food  Dis- 
tribution Order  30.1. 

The  amendment  stipulates  that  pro- 
cessors must  continue  to  submit  their 
monthly  reports  on  the  regular  report- 
ing form  irrespective  of  whether  the 
commodities  which  they  dehydrate  are 


still  reserved  under  the  order.  Reports 
must  be  mailed  within  48  hours  of  the 
end  of  each  month,  Sundays  excepted. 

Out  of  seven  dehydrated  vegetables 
originally  designated  in  the  order,  set- 
aside  restrictions  on  Irish  potatoes,  car- 
rots and  sweetpotatoes  have  been 
removed,  leaving  only  beets,  cabbage, 
onions  and  rutabagas  subject  to  reserva- 
tion for  delivery  exclusively  to  govern- 
ment agencies. 


Processors  of  the  commodities  re- 
moved from  the  order  have  been  asked 
to  continue  to  submit  their  monthly  re- 
ports on  a  voluntary  basis  for  the  in- 
formation of  those  in  the  Office  of  Dis- 
tribution in  charge  of  the  dehydration 
program.  The  amendment  making  re- 
ports mandatory  was  not  dictated  by 
any  failure  on  the  part  of  industry  in 
responding  wholeheartedly  to  the  pro- 
gram. Cooperation,  it  'was  said,  has 
been  exceptionally  good. 
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
